“Lord who shall abide in thy taber- 
nacle? who shall dwell in thy holy bill? 
He that walketh uprightly, and worketh 
righteousness, and speaketh the truth in 
dis heart,” Psa. 15:1, 2. 


Dear ones this is a question for us to 
answer for ourselves. It is important.

Will we let 
pride come in and crowd out the good 
power of God? 

“For God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life,” John 3:16. 

“He that backbiteth not with his 
vongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbor, 
nor taketh up a reproach against his 
seighbour,” Psa. 15:3. 

So many talk about their brothers and 
sisters in Christ, much less their neigh- 
bor.

“Whose adorning let it not be that out- 
ward adorning of plaiting the hair,” 1 
Peter 3:3. 

Now isn’t it plain enough that we 
must not do those things that we have 
been talking about? “Who shall dwell 
in thy holy hill”? text. If Romans 5:1 
is right and is for us to go by, this is 
too. We like the scripture that says, 
“Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God,” but when we find 
one that doesn’t suit us we just won’t 
have it. 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in subjection 
to your own husbands; that, if any obey

When we are changed 
our conversations are changed. If not, we 
need another dip. If we claim sanctifica- 
tion it ought to keep you from saying 
bywords. We know it will take holy peo- 
ple to be in the bride. Jesus didn’t sin 
neither was guile found in his mouth and 
He is our example. 

Pride has been creeping’ into the 
Church for sometime but now it is just 
walking in boldly. Oh, how my heart 
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aches when I see my dear sisters coming 
to church all fixed up like a doll. That 
is why the good power of God doesn’t 
fall like it used to. People, in self-de- 
fence, will say, “Why, we have just as 
good times as we used to have,” but we 
don’t and all of the older ones know we 
don’t. Even sinners know we don’t, when 
we dress like the world, act like the 
world, talk like the world, and do like 
the world. Why do people lose confidence 
in us? Because they fail to see Jesus in 
our lives. Oh, how we love that scripture 
which says they which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds to meet the Lord in 
the air, and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.

Will Jehovah countenance sin or evil 
or disobedience in any form? 

Can we, as individuals, a church, or 
nation, walk contrary to God’s laws or 
known will and retain His blessings? 

Can we, without disastrous results, find 
fault with His methods of delivering 
His Word? 

“Where is the wise? where is the 
scribe? where is the disputer of this 
world? hath not God made foolish the 
wisdom of this world?” 1 Cor. 1:20. 
“But God hath chosen the foolish things 
of the world to confound the wise; and 
God hath chosen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things which are 
mighty; And base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, hath God 
chosen, yea, and things which are not, to 
bring to nought things that are: That no 
flesh should glory in his presence.” 1 
Cor. 1:27-29. 

If God in His wisdom calls a Jere- 
miah to a ministry of apparent outward 
uprooting and tearing down of all for- 
mal religious dependencies, who are we, 
to counsel the Almighty? 

“For, behold, I have made thee this day 
a defenced city, and an iron pillar, and 
brazen walls against the whole land, 
against the kings of Judah, against the 
princes thereof, against the priests there- 


of, and against the people of the land. 
And they shall fight against thee; but 
they shall not prevail against thee; for 
I am with thee, saith the Lord, to deliver 
thee.” Jer. 1:18, 19. 

Even today, the cry is, “Speak unto 
us smooth things.” Isa. 30:10. 

But our God is holy. He will not look 
upon sin. Even as He turned His face 
from the Son of man, causing the cry, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?”

The Mighty Angel and the Little 
Book 


And 1 saw another mighty angel 
come down from heaven, clothed with a 
cloud: and a rainbow was upon his head, 
and his face was as it were the sun, and 
his feet as pillars of fire: and he had in 
his hand a little book open: and he set 
his right foot upon the sea, and his left 
foot on the earth, and cried with a loud 
voice, as when a lion roareth: and when 
he had cried, seven thunders uttered their 
voices. And when the seven thunders had 
uttered their voices, I was about to 
write: and I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Seal up those things 
which the seven thunders uttered, and 
write them not. And the angel which 1 
saw stand upon the sea and upon the 
earth lifted up his hand to heaven, and 
sware by him that liveth for ever and 
ever, who created heaven, and the things 
that therein are, and the sea, and the 
things which are therein, that there 
should be time no longer: but in the days 
of the voice of the seventh angel, when 


he shall begin to sound, the mystery of 
God should be finished, as he hath de- 
clared to his servants the prophets,” Rev. 
10:1-7. 

This chapter does not give any descrip- 
tion of a woe, but it seems to be explain- 
ing about something that has been left 
off. And when Jesus was talking to John 
He was bringing before him the picture 
of the things that were to be hereafter, 
and all the things explained in Revela- 
tion are in order. Chapters ten and elev- 
en are for the purpose of bringing out 
more vividly the happenings that He has 
told him about before these chapters. 

John tells us that he saw another an- 
gel. He means one different from the 
seven angels which had just been de- 
scribed. This angel is to be clothed with 
a cloud and a rainbow is to be upon his 
head. His face will shine as the sun and 
his feet as pillars of fire. He is also re- 
ferred to as the mighty angel. This seems 
to apply to Jesus more than any other. 
Rev. 1:7 says, “Behold he cometh with 
clouds.” John, in speaking of Jesus said, 
“His countenance is as the sun that shin- 
eth in his strength,” Rev. 1:16. He says 
that His feet were as fine brass that 
flameth in a furnace. Rev. 1:15, Syriac. 
I am persuaded that this mighty angel is 
Jesus. John said he saw Him come down 
from heaven. That is, he saw Him de- 
scending. He had descended to midair at 
the rapture of the saints. 

Jesus will set His right foot upon the 
sea and His left foot upon the earth, and 
He will take the book from the hand of 
Him that sits upon the throne. Rev. 5:5. 
This shows the authority that He will 
have. He is coming to take possession of 
the land and sea. John wept because he 
wanted someone to take charge of the lit- 
tle book. Rev. 5:4. When Jesus placed 
His feet on the sea and land, He cried as 
a mighty lion roareth. Jeremiah says, ‘““The 
Lord shall roar from on high, and utter 
his voice from his holy habitation; he shall 
mightily roar upon his habitation; he 
shall give a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants of the 
earth. A noise shall come even to the 
ends ot the earth.” Jer. °25:30, 31. 
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John was weeping that none was found 
to open the book and to give back to the 
saints their rightful inheritance, but he 
was told to “Weep not: behold the Lion 
of the tribe of Juda (Jesus), . . . hath 
prevailed to open the book, and to loose 
the seven seals thereof,” and thus return 
to the inhabitants of the earth or the 
raptured saints their rightful inheritance. 
That is, they will return to the state of 
perfection, both soul and body, and will 
be as our foreparents were in the garden 
of Eden. Jesus virtually says by His act, 
‘These are mine.” He takes them by the 
judgment and delivers to them their re- 
wards, and the tribulation is ushered in 
after this, after the breaking of the seals. 
Then seven thunders uttered their voices. 
We find the first mention of the thun- 
ders in chapters four and five. 

There was a rainbow about this mighty 
angel. Rev. 4:3. These references show 
with many other things that the tenth 
chapter should connect with the fourth 
chapter and bring up another side of the 
question. These were not ordinary thun- 
ders. They were intelligent utterances, 
and John -was writing them down ac- 
cording as he had seen them. 

“And the voice which I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and said, © 
Go and take the little book which is open 
in the hand of the angel which standeth 
upon the sea and upon the earth. And I 
went unto the angel, and said unto him, 
Give me the little book. And he said un- 
to me, Take it, and eat it up; and it 
shall make thy belly bitter, but it shall 
be in thy mouth sweet as honey. And I 
took the little book out of the angel’s 
hand, and ate it up, and it was in my 
mouth sweet as honey: and as soon as I 
had eaten it, my belly was bitter. And he 
said unto me, Thou must prophesy again 
before many people, and nations, and 
tongues, and kings,” Rev. 10:8-11. 

The voice from heaven bade John to 
go to the angel and take the little book 
out of his hand, and he was to eat it. It 
would be sweet in his mouth but bitter 
in his belly. The reason John was to eat 
this book was that he might be prepared 
to prophesy to kings and nations. The 
messenger meant for John to devour the 
contents of this book, study and learn it. 
Doubtless John, by the aid of the Spirit, 
got the contents within him at once. 
Many think that it was the events of the 
tribulation followed by the bliss of the 
millennium that John was to proclaim to 
the nations. He was to get it inculcated 
within him to the extent that he would 
be perfectly capable of telling it. 

John was to eat this book, not literally 
but figuratively. God said about the same 
thing to Ezekiel when He told him to eat 
the roll and go speak unto the house of 
Israel. Ezek. 3:1. The thought is that 
Ezekiel was to understand the roll that

“Neither be ye of doubtful mind,” 
Luke 12:29.

ANXIETY: Shaking and nervousness 
appear, which drives off rest and _ keeps 
one sitting up all night for nothing. 

DOUBT, as full of death as hell it- 
self, is let in and consulted with and 
blows out every light and fills the room 
with darkness. 

TROUBLE, many faced, many handed, 
very suggestive, big and squatty and 
imaginary, will fill the room and stay 
all day and return in the morning by 
the time you open your eyes. 

SLANDER appears with a large mop, 
dripping with filth, and wants to paint 
the whole being. 

POVERTY, long, thin, pale and empty 
will come and lean against the wall and 
warn you like a ghost. 

CARE, as big as the earth, and with a 
thousand weights of a thousand pounds 
each, come to unload in the room.

Interesting Facts 


It is said that almost half the popula- 
tion of the United States claim no sort of 
relationship to any Christian church. Ten 
thousand rural communities have no 
church, thirty thousand have no resi- 
dent pastor. Approximately 13,400,000 
American children under twelve years of 
age have no religious instructions what- 
ever. Many mountain regions of the 
South and West and backward sections of 
New Egnland, Ohio, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Dakotas and elsewhere, give urgent 
demands for adequate religious instruc- 
tions. It is said that Utah has seven 
whole countits with not a single func- 
tioning evangelical mission. In Maine a 
rural population of 100,000 have no re- 
ligious opportunties at all. In all New 
England only forty percent of adults, 
and thirty-three percent of youth are 
claimed by any church or Sunday School. 
In a Michigan county there are forty-six 
schools, but not a church nor Sunday 
School. In another county in the same 
state one-half the scholars are not re- 
lated to any church nor Sunday School, 
neither Protestant, Jewish nor Catholic.

Heathen Worship in India 

India is full of various religions, but, 
as you know, Hinduism and Mohammed- 
anism are leading ones. We have not con- 
tacted so many Mohammedans in _ this 
section of India, but we see quite a few 
Hindus and have learned a little about 
their religion, some of which we feel will 
be of interest to you. Many _ times 
throughout my life as I entered into the 
presence of God, my heart has_ melted 
with gratitude that I have personal con- 
tact, through our Lord Jesus Christ, with 
the true and living God of love. No 
doubt you have done the same; but at the 
same time, have you ever wondered what 
kind of gods the millions of heathens are 
serving? I have always wondered what 
conception of God they have, what power 
do they think these lifeless idols have. So 
at every opportunity I have tried to delve 
into their belief and a few bits of infor- 
mation IJ have learned wilf be of interest 
to some of you at least. 

Though the Hindus worship millions 
of gods, the supreme power of Hinduism 
centers in a trinity of gods,—not the Tri- 
une Godhead of Christianity, but three 
main gods with distinct personalities and 
duties: Keeper, Creator, and Destroyer! 
The theme of their theology runs thus: 
In the beginning | darkness and water 
-covered everything. Vishnu, the Keeper of 
the world was lying upon a bed made by 
the coiled body of a huge snake and was 
protected by its 1,000 heads! While lying 
there, he thought of creating something. 
As a result of this thought a lotus flower 
sprung up from his stomach and in this 
cup-like blossom sat Brahmavu, with a 
body like that of man’s but having four 
heads and four hands. Brahmavu immedi- 
ately began to separate the land from the 
water and continued to create everything 
that is in the world, hence he is known 
as the Creator. The duty of Siva, the 
Destroyer, is to punish. Only with the 
very greatest difficulty can his favor be 
obtained. There are ten incarnations of 
Vishnu, -nine of which have come and 
gone. We are living in the last dispensa- 
tion, according to their belief. The tenth 
incarnation will be the end of the world. 
At that time Siva, the Destroyer, will 
open his third eye, which is now closed, 
and in anger he will destroy all the 
wicked people. 

Just let me tell you a few things about 
one of the incarnations of Vishnu. All of 
the ten incarnations came for the same 
purpose,—that to destroy. It is said that 
SriKrishna came to kill a wicked king 
who ruled in North India, and did kill 


him in a battle. As 2 small boy SriKrish- 
na’s hands were always full of butter be- 
cause he used to steal butter and curds 
from all the housewives in the vicinity of 
his home. His body was blue in color and 
he always had a flute in his hand. He had 
6,000 wives! Note the contrast: Christ, 
—the immaculate, incarnate, ~ only be- 
gotten Son of God, in whom is embodied 
the nobility of heaven, the ideals of true 
manhood, the peak of perfection, in 
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whose mouth not even guile was found,— 
the Sun of Righteousness! and SriKrishna, 
one of the ten incarnations of Vishnu, a 
thief and an adulterer! Jesus came to this 
world to seek and to save sinners, to be 
our loving Savior; SriKrishna came to 
kill a wicked king! Yes, Christianity is 
the religion, and the only religion, of 
Love! 

The people of India are very god-fear- 
ing, as is plainly evidenced by their mul- 
tiplicity of gods; but they serve in fear, 
not in love, as we are privileged to wor- 
ship the true and living God of love. , 
Satan delightedly seizes every opportun- 
ity to demonstrate his power and to con- 
trol these millions who gladly give them-

I have just received this photograph 
from Brother J H. Ingram which shows a 
view of the church, which has been en- 
larged to twice its original size, and the 
congregation on Christmas Eve night. 

In the front view to the right is our 
Sister Atkinson; the two brethren from 
left to right are Uriel Feliz Avilez, pas- 
tor at San Blas in Sinoloa State, the other 
is Apolinar Castro, pastor at Obregon 
City. The text on the Bible stand reads, 
“Great peace have they that love thy 
law, and nothing shall offend them.” 
The text over the baptistry is ‘Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, and 
forever.” You see how the roof of the 
chapel is supported by those steel posts 
bearing up those heavy timbers. On top 
of all this is. the roof covering that con- 
sists of twa layers of large, flat tile bricks 
laid down at different angles; then there 
is a thin layer of special dirt that forms 
a sort of vacuum against heat and acts 
as a cushion between all this and a final 
layer of cement. The building is very 


plain but strongly built. 


I appreciate this view of the improve- 
ments made on this building. Brother In- 
gram writes that the building is being 
filled to its capacity with many standing 
around the wall, even as they did when 
we were there in 1937 when the windows 
were barred and the doors locked. The 
only entrance to the building was that 
through the living quarters. It was here 
we preached to the eager, waiting, hun- 
gry souls who appreciated the truth. 
Brother Ingram wrote me that while we 
were preaching and singing conviction 
gripped the heart of a young lady who 
never before sought the Lord in_ the 
Protestant faith. She was _ strangely 
gripped with the hand of God and glori- 
ously converted, and today is one of our 
-faithful ministers leading other souls to 


Christ.

A Sceptre of Righteousness 


“All the king’s servants, and the peo- 
ple of the king’s provinces, do know, that 
whosoever, whether man or woman, shall 
come unto the king into the inner court, 
who is not called, there is one law of his 
to put him to death, except such to 
whom the king shall hold out the golden 
sceptre, that he may live,” Esther 4:11a. 


Esther, our orphan Jewess, was chosen 
for queen out of the fairest women of 
the kingdom of Ahasuerus after Vashti 
refused to obey the king’s command and 
was rejected from her royal estate. 

Haman was advanced by the king, but 
he didn’t receive the obeisance from Mor- 
decai, Esther’s cousin and foster father, 
that he desired, so he obtained a decree 
to destroy all the Jews on a certain day, 
which he fixed by lots. Mordecai, upon 
hearing this, clothed himself in sackcloth 
and began to mourn. Esther sent Hatach 
to find the causé of his mourning. He 
told Hatach all that was to happen and 
sent word to Esther to make supplication 
to the king for her people. Looking back 
to our text we see the answer Esther sent 
back, but looking at the 14th verse of 
the same chapter we see the message Mor- 
decai sent back, ‘“Who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for such a 
time as this.” 

After Esther sent word to her people 
to fast for her three days and nights, we 
see her standing before the king. Yes, he 
and she 
draws near to touch it, so her life is 
spared. Later at a banquet to which she 
invited the king and Haman, we see her 
pleading for her people. She pleads with 
the king for the reversal of his” decree. 
This he cannot do but he can and does 
empower the Jews to avenge themselves 
on their enemies. 

We see in the beginning God created 
man in His own image, placed him in the 
garden of Eden and gave him every privi- 
lege except one. He was not to eat of 
the fruit of the tree of knowledge of 
good and evil. But one day man disobeyed 
and so by one man sin and death entered 
into the world because God had said, “In 
the day that thou eatest thereof, thou 
shalt surely die.” What a sad state—man 
condemned to die and no escape, no rem- 
edy! 

God gave the law and made it possible 
for an high priest to minister and make 
sacrifices for the people, but the law de- 
manded righteousness. Man seemed to 
come far short of this perfect state but 
into the world of sin and uncertainty a 
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ray of hope began to shine and we recall 
Jacob’s prophecy on his deathbed. “The 
sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor 
a lawgiver from between his feet, until 
Shiloh come.” But a decree went forth 
in Ezek. 18:4, 20, ““The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die,” and we know that all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God. 

In this world of darkness and sin we 
hear that glad proclamation in Matt. 1: 
21, “And she (Mary) shall bring forth 
a son, and thou shalt call his name Jesus; 
for he shall save his people from their 
sins.” So few accepted this Savior. The 
Jews were looking for a king to set up an 
earthly kingdom at this time, and we see 
them standing by watching while the 
King of glory was crucified. King! Yes, 
but at this time we see no sceptre in that 
precious hand, just a spike through that 
hand, holding it to the cross, but after 
all a sceptre to a lost human race. We 
read in Heb. 1:8, “Thy throne, O God, 
is for ever and ever: a sceptre of right- 
eousness is the sceptre of thy kingdom.” 
Whereas the law demanded righteousness, 
Jesus brought righteousness to us. He en- 
tered once into the holy place, having ob- 
tained eternal redemption for us, offered 
just one sacrifice for sins forever. 


Esther would have met death, coming 
into the presence of the king, if the-gol- 
den sceptre had not been held out to her; 
so we were not eligible to come into the 
presence of God, but Jesus is so human 
that He can place one nail-scarred palm 
upon us, yet so divine He can place the 
other on the’ throne and draw us over the 
humanly impossible gulf of sin and its 
curse into the presence of God with Him- 
self. 

Jesus ‘took the sting out of death. 
Praise His name, for those who will ac- 
cept this sceptre of righteousness and 
realize that “all our righteousness is as 
filthy rags.” 

To that one still feeling that burden 
of sin and knowing of a surety “the 
wages of sin is death,” will you accept 
this sceptre that is being held out to 
you? The decree has gone out, it cannot 
‘be reversed, “The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die,” but He will empower you to 
live above sin. Come now, kneel at the 
feet of Jesus. The sceptre of righteous- 
ness has been extended to you. Have no 
fear coming into His presence, when you 
come repenting. 

“For if by one man’s offence death 
reigned by one; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace, and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign in life 
by one, Jesus Christ,” . Rom. 5:17.—

STEELVILLE, Mo.—I was about four 
years old when my parents moved from 
Georgia to a small out-of-the-way place 
in Arkansas.

My father is a 
minister and he taught and preached 
holiness, but not with much - success. 
Some laughed and said, ““You can’t live a 
life free from sin.” Others called him a 
fanatic. God sometimes uses mysterious 
ways to bring people into the light. 
Father preached divine healing and prac- 
ticed it, not himself but the entire fam- 
ily. 

One day a few neighbors came in to 
help mother make soap. And as usual I 
had to be in the midst of everything. 
They finished the soap and poured it out 
of the kettles into a big cedar tub to cool, 
placing a board across the tub so noth- 
ing could get in the soap. A rain fell 
while everybody was there, so unnoticed 
I went out on the porch and sat on the 
soap tub to watch the rain. The board 
slipped and I fell head first into the hot 
concentrated lye soap. I was blind and 
half dead when my father found me and 
pulled me out. 

One of our kind neighbors went for 
Dr. Ellington. He said I was blind and 
there was nothing he could do, that I 
was lucky to be alive, but of course he 
reckoned without God in the matter. He 
left a small bottle of medicine for my 
eyes. One drop went into my eye, but I 
knocked the bottle out of my cousin’s 
hand and broke it. I can truthfully say 
that was all that was done toward the 
healing of my body or the restoring of 
my sight except prayer.

You mothers who have only one girl to 
four boys can sympathize with my 
mother. She prayed for God to let me 
live even though I was blind. But daddy 
prayed for me to see if I lived. Oh, how 
good God is to us, who are so unworthy! 
Next day after my accident a preacher 
stopped at our house. I was only a child 
but I had faith in God, so I asked for 
prayer. The red blistery look disappeared 
from my body and the raw soreness left 
my mouth so I could eat, but I was still © 
blind. 

About a week later my mother took 
me with her to daddy’s sister’s house. 
(Daddy worked close by there in a black- 
smith shop.) Aunt Lizzie was out gather- 
ing eggs. When she came in she said, 
“Pearl, open your eyes and look what I 
have for you. A whole big basket of 
eggs.” And how I wanted those eggs. I 
tried my best to see; finally I looked up 
and said, ““O God, let me see.” Immedi- 
ately my blinded eyes opened. I could see. 
I forgot eggs, my good aunt and every- 
thing. I turned and ran down the steps, 
yelling, ““O daddy, I can see.” The first 
thing my daddy did was fall on his knees 
and praise God. It is wonderful to have 
Christian parents who really know God. 
Mother was so happy and rejoiced and 
praised God so much that the neighbors 
came out to see what it was all about. 
When we moved away from that place a 
few years later we left quite a gathering 
of holiness people, yes, filled with the 
Holy Ghost. I am glad to have been used 
as an instrument in drawing souls to 
Christ. I am striving yet to be a soul 
winner. 

I have been able to see for these past 
nineteen years as good as other folks and 
you would never think I had been blind 
by looking at my eyes, for what God 
does He does well. I am so thankful I 
learned to trust Him. I am still trusting 
Him for everything.—Mrs. Pearl Camp- 
bell. 

MATEWAN, W. Va.—I was called a 
few days ago to the bedside of my father 
who was stricken with spinal neuritis in 
the latter part of March of this year. He 
is seventy-six years old. The news came 
to me at noonday and at about eight 
o’clock that evening I arrived at his bed. 
Practically all the time I had my mind 
on God, asking Him to spare him to see 
the way of the Church of God. When I 
left home that day I took my bottle of 
oil and Bible, called for healing services 
as soon as I got there. There was a hin- 
drance to the healing and that was be- 
cause there were some people who were 
not keeping the first commandment and 
professing salvation and had not quit us- 
ing tobacco. Early in the morning there 
were only one sister and mother and I 
there. I told mother that we could get 
hold of the Lord, and I knew that God 
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‘ would listen to me~ because He said, 
““Whatsoever you ask in my name in 
faith believing I will give it unto thee.” 
We prayed for him and anointed him 
with oil in the name of the Lord and he 
began to rest better and get a little sleep. 


The next morning an old gentleman 
came to see father and while talking to 
me about the Church he spit the ash pan 
of the stove into a puddle of tobacco 
juice. Finally when the old gentleman 
was placed firmly on some of the mis- 
quotations of the divine counsel of God 
he thought he had better go. The enemy 
saw that God had been summoned in that 
case; the old gentleman arose, walked 
over to the head of my father’s _ bed, 
placed a hand on either side of his head 
and stood there about three or five min- 
utes with his head bowed, then bade us 
good-bye. From the time he left the 
room my father was in much pain, 
couldn’t bear to be moved without al- 
most screaming. I kept praying, waiting 
on the Lord for direction. Then father 
looked at his hands, there was no color 
of blood there. Tears began to trickle 
from his eyes and he dropped his hands 
down to his sides, jaws sagged, eyes set 
in death, feet and legs cold, finger and 
toe nails black.

By night 
I lay down and took me aa little rest.

The youth of our fair land today are 
facing the most critical times that have 
ever appeared on the pages of history, a 
day of great happening, one of trouble, 
perplexity, discouragement and disaster.

I am not writing this that I may 
gain any praise for myself, but it’s 
through Jesus that all good has been ac- 
complished. 

Several years ago I attended the Church

I was 
one of the happiest persons in all the 
world. I had joy unspeakable in my soul. 
I knew beyond a doubt that sanctifica- 
tion was real. 

I thank God for the home that I have 
been brought up in, for a praying father 
and mother, but as time passed on I was 
led into the way of holiness, and how I 
do thank God because it is the best place 
this side of heaven where they stand for 
right and against wrong, because we 
can’t serve two masters. It seemed that 
my home was opposed to my belief, not 
that my home didn’t love and appreci- 
ate me but they hadn’t received the bless- 
ing that I had, therefore, they couldn’t 
understand why I would go one way 
while they traveled another way. I 
prayed because I knew that God had led 
me this way and my folks wanted me to 
do what was right, so they went their 
way and I went mine. It seemed so hard 
at times but I was determined to live for 
God and go the way He had planned for 
me. I knew God would take care of the 
rest. He will never fail nor forsake us. 

One night while pouring my heart out 
to the Lord God showed me in a_ vision 
my home in glory and I knew that God 
was going to bring my people in. For 
hours I prayed for God to give me the 
Holy Ghost. I knew He would so I held 
right on. While visiting in the home of 
Brother and Sister Luke Tuckers in China 
Grove, N. C., God wonderfully baptized 
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me with the Holy Ghost on Oct. 30, 
1937, 


It seemed the more I prayed for my 
home, the harder the enemy would work, 
but Jesus will always answer prayer if 
we will not get discouraged too easily 
and give up. 

Since I have been in the Church of 
God I have had the privilege of knowing 
that my mother, two sisters and a broth- 
er-in-law have received the blessing and 
father is following too. Now we are hap- 
pily on our way to heaven. God has 
wrought wonderful works in our home. 
It is wonderful what God can do for us 
if we will not be weary in well doing. 
Life is very short and we are swiftly 
passing from time. to eternity. Let us 
take new courage and work for Jesus un- 
til He calls us. 


Young people, if you are having a bat- 
tle against the enemy of your soul and it 
seems all is in vain, just remember God 
is still on the throne and still knows how 
to answer prayer. I trust everyone who 
reads this will receive a blessing and de- 
cide to live better for God. If we are 
faithful to God in our daily life and 
prayer He will reward us an hundredfold. 


I covet your prayers that I may always 
stay and live in the shadow of the cross 
where the Lord can use me for His glory. 
Also pray for our young people here 
at Kannapolis, N. C., that our Y. P. E. 
will continue to grow and prove a bless- 
ing to the great cause of Christ. 


We appreciate our pastor, Brother U. 
D. Tidwell, very much. He is such 
a fine man and has proved a great bless- 
ing to me in my Christian experience. 
The Lord is certainly blessing his labors 
here. 


Our revival has just closed. Brother J.

showed His anger against them by not 
only sending leprosy upon Miriam, but 
“the cloud departed from off the taber- 
nacle; and behold Miriam became leprous, 
white as snow.”. Numbers 12:10. 


Only by the presence of the pillar of 
fire by night and the cloud by day, could 
the children of Israel realize the favor 
and guidance of Jehovah. 

How serious an offence, to cause the 
removal of “the cloud” from off the 
tabernacle. As one commentator writes, 
“Her foul tongue is just punished with a 
foul face, and her folly in pretending to 
be a rival with Moses is made manifest to 
all men, for everyone sees his face to be 
glorious, and hers to be leprous. While 
Moses needs a veil to hide his glory, 
Miriam needs one to hide her shame.” 

Nat always does God send immediate 
judgment, or reveal the removal of His 
presence. Samson “‘wist not that the Lord 
had departed from him.” Judg. 16:20. 
Again it is written, ““The Lord knoweth 
how to deliver the godly out of tempta- 
tions, and to reserve the unjust unto the 
day of judgment to be punished.” 2 Peter 
2:9. 

But veiled as it may be to the mind 
or understanding of disobedient man, so 
certain is the judgment God has spoken, 
and sure the Word which He sends forth. 

Ezekiel also found a gainsaying people. 
“Also thou son of man, the children of 
thy people still are talking against thee 
by the walls and in the doors of the 
house, and speak one to another, every 
one to his brother, saying, Come I pray 
you, and hear what is the word that 
cometh forth from the Lord. And they 
come unto thee as the people cometh, 
and they sit before thee as my people, and 
they hear thy words, but they will not do 
them: for with their mouth they show 
much love, but their heart goeth after 
their coveteousness. And lo, thou art un- 
to them as a very lovely song of one 
that hath a pleasant voice, and can play 
well on an instrument; for they hear thy 
words, but they do them not. And when 
this cometh to pass (lo, it will come), 
then shall they know that a prophet hath 
been among them.” Ezek. 33:31-33. 

Through Jeremiah the prophet, God 
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spoke of the final result of continued dis- 
obedience, and rejection of His warnings. 

“For ye have perverted the words of 
the living God, of the Lord God of hosts 
—Therefore, behold, I, even I, will ut- 
terly forget you, and | will forsake you, 
and the city that I gave you and your 
fathers, and cast you out of my pres- 
ence.” Jer. 23:36, 39. 

Through Hosea the Lord speaks, “My 
people are destroyed for lack of knowl- 
edge, because thou hast rejected knowl- 
edge, I also will reject thee.” Hosea 4:6.

But 
their ceremony was hardly finished when 
a veritable thundershower broke and an 
abundance of rain ended the lengthy 
drought of the place! Did the heathen 
ridicule the missionaries? Of course! No 
doubt this was another trick of the 
“Prince of the power of the air.” So you 
see the devil has so deceived them that 
they really believe their gods have power 
to help them. Many of them spend their 
whole life praying and meditating! These 
sages, or “‘sanyasis” as they are called, 
may be found in the forest standing, 
kneeling, or sitting, with hands clasped, 
eyes closed, and faces turned upward in 
an attitude of supplication and medita- 
tion. They receive nourishment only as 
some one finds them thus and reverently 
pours milk or other food into their 





mouths. Yet they have not the love of 
God in their hearts. The transformation 
of the new birth is foreign to them. It is 
true theirs is a whole lifetime spent in de- 
votion, but how fruitless? Death finds 
them with no hope of eternal life. Behind 
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them lies a lifetime wasted and before 
them stretches eternity to suffer torment! 

“How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard? and how shall thev hear 
without a preacher? And how shall they 
preach, except they be sent?” Rom. 10: 
14, 15. 

What is your duty to these people? 
What saith the Lord unto thee? Listen 
prayerfully and obey, for upon thy obe- 
dience depends thy blessing!
